I spoke with a man the other day 
that had some very radical views in 
juvenile crime. 

He was employed as a sardine 
can key welder. That is he soldered 
the little keys to the bottoms of 
sardine cans. 

This made him  eminently 
qualified to speak on the subject of 
juvenile delinquency since so many 
of his keys were being removed from 


the cans іп the stores by 
mischevious youngsters. 

He began. 

“I always watch a certain 


television station in the late hours 
of the night solely to get angry. 

Generally, around 11:30 p.m., 
this station will run a spot in which 
the announcer says "It's 11:30, 
parents, do you know where you 
children аге?” 

Now what business is it of his? I 
often wonder if he knows where his 
children are at that hour. 

It seems that, more and more, 
there are more people worried about 
your child than you are. If you 
choose to allow your offspring to 
frequent a pool hall in the waning 
hours, then that is your concern and 
no one else's. 

I récall another public service 
spot that deals with a group of 
young men stealing a car and 
joy-riding. The announcer implared 
you "Don't help a. good boy go 
wrong.

Efficiency counts too 


When a fancy p! 1 for а new city hall was 
turned down by the Belle Glade City Commission 
two years ago, the Belle Glade Herald was credited 
with being one of the main factors. 

That isn't quite true. Тһе Herald did conduct a 
poll which came up with the results most people 
didn't want to build that particular city hall because 
it cost too much. 

The Herald was the medium but the people 
spoke and the commissioners listened. That is to 
the commissioners' credit. 

Oné of the main reasons the proposed building 
was so expensive, however, was that it was too 
fancy. The people simply couldn't see pa; that 
kind of price for a monument to the powers-that-be. 

But another aspect to consider is the reason the 
city hall was proposed in the first place. The whole 
idea is to get overcrowded city departments under 
the same roof, making everything more efficient and 
convenient for the employes and the public. 

Whatever design the hall takes, it should be 
functional. But that doesn't seem to be the 
prevailing attitude. 

When City Manager George Knoblock and City 
Finance Director Frank Anderson saw the 
submitted by Belle Glade architect Chester Cone 
ang submitted their own ideas about what the 
perfect functional city hall would be; they came up 
with a building designed in a box shape. 

The ímmeidate reaction was that the city 
commissioners don't want “another box-shaped 
building". „All well and good but one function 
should be weighed heavily in any decision on the 
final design and if'a box is the most 
shape, it should be given full consideration. 

Mayor Grear said he had been assured that Cone 
could incorporate all that function into his basic 
original plan of a central city hall with two long 
wings. 

If he can, that's great. The design does look 
attractive. But if he can't is there really anything 
wrong with a box that renders good service? 

Despite what one commissioner said, there is 
something wrong when a city employe is forced to 
walk further than the length of a football field to get 
to another office in the same building. He might as 
well walk down a sidewalk and take advantage of 
the sunshine. 

We understand that architecture is one 
compromise after another but before we sacrifice too 
much efficiency and convenience for the sake of a 
beautiful monument, let's remember how -i 
and how beautiful the Volkswagen, one of the most 
successful automobiles on the market, is.

This time of year there is 
a rapid buildup of fleas and 
almost anyone who has a 
dog or eat is troubled by 
these pests at one time or 


another. | Fleas are very 
small, usually only about 
1/16 of an inch, and are dark 
reddish brown, wingless and 
feed on the blood of thier 
host. Probably the most 
distinguishing feature they 
have is that their bodies are 
flattened and this- permits 
easy movement through the 
hairs of the host's body. 
Fleas are also widely known 
for their jumping abilities 
and can jump great distan- 
Certain fleas, in 
addition to their feeding, can 
also transmit diseases.

Brucellosis regulations 
changes approved 


GAINESVILLE-After 
wrangling for several hours 
over proposed changes in 
Florida's brucellosis regula- 
tions, the Animal Industry 
Technical Council bit the 
bullet and approved the 
changes effective August 1. 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has said repeat- 
edly that time has run out 
for Florida to come into 
compliance ог face а 
quarantine of all cattle. This 
action was threatened ag: 
ainst Texas in January, and 
Texas came into compliance. 


The principle changes in 
the program to be recom- 
mended to Commissioner of 
‘Agriculture Doyle "Cóliner 
involve a) the identification 
of cattle exposed to brucel- 
losis moving in trade with a 
S-brand on the left jaw, b) 
the removal of modified 
certified or certified free 
status from herds or areas 
where excessive infection is 
found or where cattlemen 
have failed to comply with 
program standards, and c) 
lowering the age of calves 
Paccinated against brucel 
losis to between two and 
eight months for beef breeds 
and two to six months for 
dairy breeds. 


The changes also provide 
for testing herds óf cattle 
having direct contact with 
infected herds and follow-up 
supervision of problem 
herds. 


There was a good deal of 
controversy over the role of 
livestock market operators 
in getting the S-brand 
applied to exposed cattle.

Тһе reported offer by Gulf and Wester to buy 
Dominican sugar at higher than market prices 
boosted the futures market price tone this week. 
Although the offer involves only 200,000 tons 
comparted to the recent Phillippine deal which 
totals about 1,150,000 tons, the announcement may 
be enough to turn the world price around-and start 
it moving up again. The Dominican Republic is 
expected to produce about 1,500,000 tons of sugar 
this year; so far, 900,000 tons have been stored with 
space problems becoming more critical, The 300,000 
ton sale, scheduled between May and October, 
should tend to alleviate the Dominican storage 
ctisis. We continue favoring long July positions 
bought 14.40-14.50 and recommend maintaining 
Stops below 13.57.

Stocks from 358,000 tons to 490,000. The oil surplus 
seems to present the most glaring weakness in 
the soybean complex. Aside from competition with 
Brazil the market must now contend with a 
resumption of large scale Argentine exports. 
Although these rare expected to compete more 
directly with groundnut, sun oil and cottonseed oil 
they will, nevertheless, add to a depressing 
vegetable oil supply picture. The sole argument for 
price stability, or price strength, in soybeans 
revolves around the 9.6% reduction in’ new crop 
planted acreage which may produce a crop below 
this year's estimated disappearance of 1.426 billion 
bushels.

Chart price action may be enough to 
cause an open interest increase if we close above

Dateline History 


by Jerome Turk & Wm. D. Ellis 

NEW YORK, May 8, 1776-Apprehension 
weighs heavy on this towne due to the British 
standing offshore. Тһеге are British warships in 
this N.Y. harbour & rumour rampant that Tories 
are supplying his un s admirals with 
soundings to determine best landing sites on Long 
Island. 

Reassurance should exist from the fact that Gen'l 
Washington himself, fresh from victory in Boston, 
has been in command.of New York since last month 
with the able assis! of Gen'l Gates & a fair 
show of troops. Fortifications are seen in every part 
of towne & the Gen'l is seeing to the welfare of 
citizens & troops alike, \ 

Little Barn Island has been ordered an isolation 
area for any reported cases of smallpox & especial 
attention is given to the careful placement & care of 
the troops’ ordinaries to protect the citizens from 
éven the least unpleasantness. 

Are these.nervous citizens қап more skittery 
than New Englanders? 

After many interviews, I CRAT this extra 
tension is less from the British presence than from 
the absence of one man - Gen'l Charles lee. 

This Lee phenomenon always amazes me. 

I once saw Lee & staff within four wagon axles 
of where Turk & I stood, & the sight of him gave 
the lie to the Lee legend for me. I have to say that, 
but for pictures I have seen of British беп! Wolfe, 
this Lee is the most offensive appearing officer in 
history. 

The blade of nose is extended by a squirrel chin 
which falls away from the teeth giving a roden 
profile mounted on a pole of a neck no amount of 
throat linen can soften. The frame is so scarce of 
flesh the trousers wrinkle on his boney spindles. 
And compounding this unloveliness he strides in a 
nearly visible cloud of arrogance. 

Сеп? Lee is a veteran of not one, but several 
European armies. Lee was in the force under 
Braddock which marched against the French at 
Fort Duquesne, suffering disastrous defeat in the 
French & Indian War. 

As a captain in the Forth-fourth British 
regiment, he served in an expedition against the 
French fort of Louisburg at the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence River. In 1758, he was badly wounded in 
an attack upon Fort Ticonderoga, led by Major 
General James Abercromby. 

Events carried Lee to Warsaw in March 1765 
where Stanislaus Pontiatowski, king of Poland, 
eventually commissioned Lee a major general in the 
Polish army. 

At the time of his return to American soil in 
1773, he was a lieutenant colonel in the British 
army, while some of our home grown generals were 
only majors of militia, or less. 

Lee's new Virginia assignment, he is 
now second in command to Сеп! Washington & 
answerable to Congress even more than to the

to his brother, John Augustine, I hear tha 
wrote, "He (Lee) is the first officer in diee 
knowledge & experience we have in the whole army. 
Heis zealously attach'd to the cause, honest — well 
meaning, but rather fickle & violent I fear in his 
temper. 

Those who have known him longest, such as 
Lady Sarah Lennox Bunbury, a near cousin, say 
there is much of the tyrant іп беп! Charles Lee, & 
that given the opportunity, he could equal George 
III. She tells her friends, I hear, that some day 
Gen'l Lee will regret his role in helping bring on this 
war.
